CSSA Continues Fee Fight

The Califorma State Students 
Association (CSSA) lawsuit against 
the recent fee hikes was received by 
the California Supreme Court last 
week. According to a court clerk, it 
could be awhile, if at all, before the 
Claim is heard by the court 


CSSA Legislative Director Curtis 
Richards admitted, “It (the suit) could 
be tied up in court for a couple of 
years.” 

Bruce Hagel, CSSA’s attorney 
said there are no time limits imposed 
on the justices. In part, the delay may 
be due io vacationing justices, and in 
part, due to the lack of a precedent in 
this area 


Hagel explains that the court has 
three options: to hear the case, to not 
hear the case, or to assign the case to 
an appellate court 

If the case is to be heard by the 
California Supreme Court it must 
receive votes from four of the seven 
justices. Hagel hopes to get some sort 
of response before the year is out 

The CSSA attempt to block col- 
lection of this semester’s fee increases 
has failed. Students have received the 
increase fee payment invoices by 
mail: $123 was due Sept. 9

“The real issue is whether or not 
the facility ts important enough to the 
students,” said Berlin. It 1s a question 
he feels the senate will have to answer 


If there is no new space provided 
for the Child Care Center and thé 
other programs now housed in the 
temporary buildings. problems will 
arise when the temporary buildings 
are taken out in the near future to 
fulfill an administrative policy calling 
for the removal. These programs 
would have to move off campus, relo- 
cate into already crowded buildings 
or simply close down. If the programs 
are given a new building, space can be 
assigned to other programs as needed

Grievance Cites Gerber 
With Abuse of Power

McClarin, who was just hired last 
semester, was fired from his job while 
Waddell was demoted to McClarin’s 
old position, effective this semester 
Although Waddell is a permanent 
employee, both he and McClann 
were within the two-year probationary 
periods for their jobs. Thus, they are 
still vulnerable to dismissal or 
reassignment 

“My personal reaction was that a 
rude, discourteous and barbaric 
action had taken place,” McClann 
said last week in an interview. “Il was 
totally dumbfounded.” 

Waddell expressed similar 
thoughts stating, “Il was totally 
shocked at this action. I have worked 
on this campus for eight years with 
progressively responsible positions in 
the personnel area. There is no evi- 
dence to support (the claim that) my 
overall performance had been 
substandard.” 

MeClarin’s main complaint was 
that his firing came without any pnor 
warning and without an objective 
evaluation by the university 

According to McClarin, the dect- 
sion to fire him was based on a CSU 
chancellor's office report by Assistant 
Vice-Chancellor William Lahey criti- 
cal of the performance of the CSUS 
personnel services department 

During the past year, several law- 
suits have been filed against CSUS 
claiming unfai hiring and promoting 
practices by the school. Last fall a 
petition signed by over 200 CSUS 
employees was sent to the chancel- 
lor’s office also complaining of ques-

However, any job evaluation on 
McClarin would have had to have 
been conducted by Waddell, his 
immediate superior. The Lahey 
report, allegedly used by Gerber to 
fire MeClarin, was also critical of 
Waddell and used as a basis to 
demote him, according to Waddell 

Waddell said that Lahey, in his 
report, stated, “The current director 
of faculty and staff personnel services 
(Waddell) no longer has the support 
or the confidence of the vice presi- 
dents and deans io the degree that he 
can be effective.” 

Nevertheless, when asked how he 
would have rated McClarin’s job per- 
formance, Waddell said he would 
have given McClarin a “positive” 
evaluation 

Although former CSUS President 
W  Lioyd Johns requested the Lahey 
evaluations be done, both McClarin

and Waddell claimed to have had 
“100 percent support from 
Johns” before he left last July for 
another job in Washington, D.C. If 
Johns had not left, they said, Gerber’s 
actions against them would never 
have occurred 

Oddly enough, Waddell figured 
prominently in a similar dispute last 
year over the personnel director's 
position he had only recently 
assumed 

In grievances filed by former 
Affirmative Action Officer Marion 
Boenheim and another administrator, 
Paul Barrozo, charges were made last 
fall that Johns had conspired to elim- 
inate Boenheim and Barrozo from 
contention for the personnel direc- 
tor's job, that Johns had pre-selected 
Waddell for the posit:on, and that he 
had kept Waddell in another, nearly 
useless, $35,000-a-year job so that 
Waddell would be eligible for the 
director's job 

Although Boenheim and Barro- 
z's grievances were both eventually 
dismissed, Boenheim currently has a 
$1 million lawsuit pending against 
Johns and the university. Boenheim 
was reassigned from her position in 
the affirmative action office last fall 
and replaced by McClarin 

When asked to comment on a 
possible connection between his case 
and Boenheim's, Waddell said he 
could see “absolutely” none. Waddell 
did see irony in the fact that as 
personnel director, he was the 
administrator who handled most staff 
grievances and now he has had to file 
one himself 

“This is a learning experience,” 
Waddell commented. “This is the first 
time I've filed a grievance. I'll have a 
better undersanding of how a gnevant 
feels like now.” 

Waddell and McClarin’s gnevan- 
ces are both still pending, with a deci- 
sion by Dean of Students Tim Com- 
stock due soon. From there, the 
grievances will likely be anpeaied to 
acting Vice President Richard Dick- 
inson and then to a grievance 
committee. 

Gerber will have a choice between

Mattos was very pleased with having 
Doyon as the new equipment assist- 
ant. Mattos felt that it wasn't an issue 
of having a woman in the men’s 
locker room as much as an issue of 
choosing the most qualified person 
for the position 

Cauchi, however, felt that, “It's 
only a matter of time before the boys 
are in the girl's locker room.” He felt 
that it could possibly lead to “a Berke- 
ley situation where everything is 
coed.” 

Mattos called Doyon’s job in the 
men's locker room “experimental,” 
but was very pleased having a woman 
working with the men. “Football is a 


chauvinisuc sport and having a girl 


around encourages etiquette,” he 


said 

As an equipment assistant, Doyon 
folds the uniforms and towels. She 
takes inventory and hands out the 
equipment. She also does office work 
and, according to Mattos, she will be 
taking on more responsibilities

Relles Supports Stadium Plans

Despite the withdrawal of plans 
for a proposed sports stadium from 
the city council's agenda, Sacramento 
mayoral candidate Ross Relles 
remained optimistic about the prop- 
osal in a speech yesterday to the 
Hornet Stinger Foundation at the 
Sports Page Bar and Grill 

“As soon as I'm elected, I'll put it 
back on the agenda,” said Relles, who 
has made it clear throughout his cam- 
paign where he stands on the stadium 
issue 

“If I'm elected we can look for- 
ward to a sports stadium at I-50 and 
880.” 

His comments followed last Fri- 
day's withdrawal of the resolution for 
a major sports complex by Sacra- 
mento City Councilman Davis Shore, 
who originally sponsored the prop- 
osal. The issue was to have been 
debated by the full council at their 
meeti‘ig Tuesday 

But .telles downplayed the effect 
of the withdrawal on public or politi- 
cal support for the resolution, citing it 


was sponsor Shore who had pulled it 
In his speech, he stressed the eco- 
nomic impact of a sports and enter- 
tainment stadium/arena in the 
Sacramento area, estimating it would 
create between 2.000 to 4,000 jobs

Martial Art Enlightens CSUS

CSUS students can enlighten their 
whole perspective on life through the 
instruction of a 3,000-year-old mar- 
tial art known as Tae Kwon Do Itis 
taught on this campus by one of the 
top ranking black belts in the world, 
Myung Kyu Kang. 





Grand Master Kang has been 
teaching the art for over 30 years, and 
has worked with over 50,000 people 
He has won man championships and 
was head coach of the U.S. Tae Kwon 
Do team in 1973. Kang is now presi- 
dent of the World Tae Kwon Do 
Federation. At the moment, he has 
attained the second highest black belt 
degree in the world, and he is writing 
a book on the history and philosophy 
of the art. He is a very intelligent man, 
and 1s willing to offer advice and gui- 
dance to anyone interested. 

Tae Kwon Do is the world’s old- 
est martial art. Kung Fu, karate, judo 
and akido are all offshoots of the 
orginal. It is characterized by long 
powerful motions and high jump 
kicks. It incorporates three main sec- 
tions of practice: meditation, exercise 
and self-defense. 

Tae Kwon Do is as much a philo- 
sophy as it is a sport, and meditation is 
its fulfillment. According to Kang, the 
main goal for its students is to earn 
respect and gain pride for themselves,

Life After Eno

All nght, so the Tom Tom Club ts 
not as cerebral as the Talking Heads; 
is that such a sin? After all, albums 


like Fear of Music and Remain In 
Light call for lighter sequels if only as 
a reminder that there us life after Eno 

The truth is, the Tom Tom Club 
was founded in 1981 by Talking 
Heads husand/ wife team, drummer 
Chris Frantz and bassist Tina Wey- 
mouth, during a self-imposed break in 
touring and recording Though the 
band was merely an assemblage of 
family and frends, Sire Records took 
it seriously enough to record and 
release an album. Sire knew what ut 
was doing, because the album netted 
a pair of hit singles, “Wordy Rap 
pinghood” and “Genius of Love.” 

Well, those fun-loving refugees 
from the Rhode Island School of 
Design are at it again. This time the 
album has a title: call it Close to the 
Bone 

The roll call for the Tom Tom 
Club looks strangely familiar. Sub- 
tract David Byrne and Jerry Harn 
son, then add in a few of Chris and 
Tina's family and friends and you 
have the recipe for a group that looks 
like Talking Heads, but sounds like, 
well, like a lot of fun, which is what 
this album is all about 

The Tom Tom Club doesn't take 
itself very seriously, One need only 
look at its ndiculous album covers to 
determine thy. lt may be that very 
fact which makes this album so 
entirely listenable. There is a light 


fluidity throughout the record which 1s 


rare among high-tech bands 

Tina Weymouth dominates the 
album lyrically; her influence ts every- 
where, but then, she is the lead 
singer. “Hey boy,” she asks on “This 
is a Foxy World,” “what's t going to 
be, freedom for the sexes, pure equal- 
ity” While the men in the audience 
ponder the answer, Tina takes a swipe 
at the materialists in our midst on 
Never Took a Penny.” “Mercenary 
people playing with my heart/ nasty 
little devils always interfere with 
art 

Come back fellas! Just when you 
thought Tina had run off with the 
show, husband Chris comes to the 
rescue on the album's silhest and most 
charming song, “Atsababy' (Life is 
Great).” Here is the official Talking 
Heads/ Tom Tom Club hymn of 
Thanksgiving. “We broke some hard 
new ground,” Frantz gloats, “and we 
all got famous overnight.” Sull the 
man must know that fame is fickle, 
tor he admits, “Everyday we knock on 
wood ‘ 


Musically, Close to the Bone is a 
curious and playful matrimony of 
calypso melodies with the inertia of 
good, old-fashioned funk 


The musical high points of the 
album are Alex Weir's rhythm guitar 
playing on “This is a Foxy World” 
and the percussion on “Measure Up,” 
courtesy of Steve Scales. The latter 
song sounds a great deal like “Pull Up 
the Roots.” Yes, Byrne influences this 
album even though he has nothing to 
do with tt. Though Close to the Bone 
has its weaknesses, lack of enthusiasm 
is not one of them, there is no jaded- 
ness here. Call this amphetamine 
music: its definitely an upper

assimilate like crazy,” 18 actually a 
clever representation of the artist 
Who better than Woody Allen to 


portray the idea of changing personas

Waiting For Parking Solution 


Every year CSUS parking authority officials 
say that the parking crunch is only a problem for 
the first three weeks of school. With only a small 
amount of investigation, those officials would 
notice that there is a shortage all year. This 
accounts for the number of cars wrapped around 


curbs, casually squeezed into spaces which they 


don’t fit, and those ultimately ticketed for being 
too obvious in their attempts to find a parking 
place that is actually on school grounds. 

Why is parking an ongoing problem at 
CSUS? According to a recent State Hornet arti- 
cle, the overall ratio of students to designated 
student parking spaces is approximately 21,000 
to 5,650. That’s about four to one. 

Of course, all students at CSUS don’t drive to 
school. Figures on how many stickers were sold 
to students this semester were not available, but 
last year CSUS Parking Administrator Jim 
Leese estimated the number of stickers sold at 
that time to be from 8,000 to 9,000. Comparing 
this roundabout figure to the number of spaces 
this year leaves an almost two-to-one ratio. 

It seems that students muddle through the 
semester regardless of parking. However, the 
new innovations made this semester by the 
administration seem to have caused more incon- 
venience and confusion than they've solved 
parking inadequacies. 

This semester, 160 new parking spaces were 
created behind the Child Care Center. We 
applaud this project, but the ASI senate is now 
looking into the possibility of constructing a 
three-story building —- behind the Child Care 
Center, in the new student parking area. 


Remap Issue 


Partisan politics aside, the California 
Supreme Court’s 6-1 defeat of the Sebastiani 
reapportionment initiative last week must be 
realized for what it was: an end to a reappor- 
tionment plan that wasn't equitable and a special 
election that would have been held in December. 

Voters in California had already voted on a 
reapportionment referendum in last year’s June 
primary and it was as staunchly rejected. 

The Sebastiani initiative, a Republican- 
backed reapportionment plan, was passed in the 
Legislature and Gov. Deukmejian ordered a spe- 
cial election to be held on Dec. 13. The election 
would have cost an estimated $15 million as well 
as disrupted preparations for the June 1984 
primary election. In angry response to the politi- 
cal move made by Deukmejian, Democrats, in 
yet another political move, took the issue to the 
state Supreme Court. Democrats realized that an 
election held in December would probably be 
won by Republicans who would have been 
more likely to vote at that busy time of year. 

Last week, the court ruled that according to 
the California Constitution, only one reappor- 
tionment plan can be permitted each decade. 
That opportunity was exhausted last winter 
when the Legislature drew new congressional 
and legislative district lines. Democrats and 
Republicans will never agree on reapportion- 
ment, since neither party wants to give up exist- 
ing districts. Although the Sebastiani initiative 
was unfair to Democrats, the Democratic plan is 
equally inequitable to Republicans.

In addition, student carpooling lots have 
been reshuffled resulting in a reduction in the 
number of carpooling spaces. A number of free 
bike parking racks have also been removed, with 
some reappearing in such out-of-the-way places 
as the Administration Building parking lot. One 
CSUS faculty member has complained that the 
administration rack is unused. How many 
administrators have been seen on bikes this 
semester? 

One of the best sides for long-term parking 
planning is the multi-level garage proposal. Even 
to build a two-story structure would significantly 
increase the number of spaces _ possibly even 
eliminating the I-better-just-park-in-a-red-zone 
blues suffered by a consistent number of students 
on a daily basis. 

Leese’s arguments against the garage idea are 
inconsistent. It’s true that a price of $4,000 to 
$5,000 for each parking space above ground is 
an incredible amount of money. However, to 
imply that female students at CSUS would not 
use the structure because of “fear of assault” 
seems a bit misleading. Many women park a 
mile off campus and walk to class now is 
there any less of a threat to those women, some 
of whom must walk to their cars after dark? 

To keep asserting, annually, that the parking 
problem at CSUS solves itself after the first three 
weeks is a cop out. In the hight of numerous shell 
games played this semester with various parking 
facilities, it seems that the CSUS parking admin- 
istration could take more time to develop a per- 
manent solution to the students’ day-to-day 
problems in the parking lot 


Needs Remake 


This political fiasco underscored the need in 
California for a non-partisan commission to 
devise a reapportionment plan, without gerry- 
mandering, that will be accepted by both sides. 
Voters were given the chance and the Legislature 
was given several attempts to resolve the issue. 
Once again, no solution was reached for this 
sensitive issue. 

Politics in California can sometimes resem- 
ble a three-ring circus, in part because Republi- 
cans have begun to openly attack California 
Supreme Court decisions they oppose. The high 
court’s latest ruling on the Sebastiani redistrict- 
ing scheme is the most recent example. In spite of 
the rhetoric from Republicans, the Court per- 
formed one of the fundamental duties it has: to 
uphold the state constitution. Therefore, the 
opinions of the justices in our state should be 
respected, and justices should not become the 
target for ridicule by some politicians who can- 
not handle defeat. 

Let’s hope that the next time reapportion- 
ment plans are drawn up, there won't be the 
political battle that accompanied the Sebastiani 
initiative. Although neither Democrats or 
Republicans will be completely satisfied with 
any redistricting efforts, they should be more 
willing to cooperate when it comes to redrawing 
district boundaries. Politicians should realize 
that it is ultimately the people of California they 
serve who will benefit the most from having 
geographically similar districts, not politically 
slanted ones.

Congress And The Pentagon: Business As Usual 


With little fanfare, and even less 
critical questioning, Congress last 
week approved a record “peacetime” 
military budget of $187.5 bilhon for 
the upcoming fiscal year Included in 
this were funds authorizing produc 
uon of a new form of nerve gas wea- 
pons for the first ume in 14 years

Although the bill only provides 
$114.6 million for the first year of 
chemical weapons production, the 
cost of all military contracts rise each 
year. The fina! price tag for the nerve 
gas could reach several billion dollars 

Coming on the heels of Senate and 
House resolutions strongly condemn- 
ing the Soviet Union for shooting 
down a Korean Air Lines passenge! 
plane, a persuasive case can be made 
that the defense bill vote, especially 
the nerve-gas funding, was a reaction 
to that incident which would send a 
message to the Soviets. Indeed, initial 
reports from the press showed remar- 
kable similarity by intrepreting the 
vote in just that manner and with 
good reason 

Rep. Ed Bethune, R-Ark., who led 
the House fight against the nerve gas 
(to be produced near his district) 
pointed to congressional remarks and 
concluded, “I think emotions played 
a big part in the vote today.” 

What's this? Emotions guiding 
Congress? Who is this Bethune, and 
what did he mean by that and another 
Statement that “astute observers 
know that Congress does not respond 
to logic and reason.” Perhaps a small 
sampling of his co-workers’ com- 
ments will shed some light on his dis- 
turbing thoughi. 

Aliuding to the House condemna- 
tion of the Soviet Union, Rep. Marvin 
Leath, D-Tex., said, “We thought we 
sent them a message 416 to 0 yester- 
day, but that doesn’t mean a cotton 
picking thing unless we pass this 
(defense budget). Of course, chemical 
weapons are horrible, but while we 
stand on high ground with our backs 
turned and our heads bowed, the 
Soviet butchers are gassing hundreds 
of thousands of people.” 

Leath was referring to Reagan 
administration evidence that Soviet 
troops and its allies have used chemi- 
cal weapons on civilians in Afghanis-

“The best way to express your 
feelings about the Russians shooting 
down the airliner is to vote for this 
defense conference report,” said Rep 
Samuet Stratton, D-NY 

Broken down, the defense spend- 
ing bill includes $88.3 billion for pro- 
curement, $71.7 billion for operations 
and maintenance, $27.3 bilhon for 
research and development and a little 
noticed $169 millon for civil defense, 
whatever that 1s 


Besides the headline grabbing 
nerve-gas plan, Congress approved 
$4.85 billion for the production of 
more than 20 MX intercontunental 
nuclear missiles (designed for use as a 
first strike weapon) and research on a 
smaller mobile missile known as 
“Midgetman”™; $12 billion for 22 
Navy ships, $1.84 billion for 840 M-1 
tanks; $340 million for research on 
laser weapons, $408 million for 
Pershing 2 nuclear missiles (another 
first strike weapon) to be placed on 
West German soil and $5.63 billion 
for the B-1 bomber, designed to pene- 
trate the Soviet Union and deliver a 
nuclear suprise. This last weapon has 
received longstanding support from 
presidental aspirant Sen. Alan Cran- 
ston, the self-labeled “peace 
candidate.” 


Although it is hard to believe, the 
defense bill passed by the House and 
Senate contained $10.5 billion less 
than President Reagan requested 
With money authorized for most of 
the major weapons systems he 
wanted, Reagan will show his wil- 
lingness to compromise by quietly and 
gleefully signing the bill. The final 
step in this G.1.-Joe-mentality process 
comes later when Congress actually 
appropriates the money for these 
weapons. Don't look for any major 


changes. 


Summing up the debat 
defense funding, nerve-gas prod 
tion and the need to get tough, Key 
John R. Kaish, R-Ohio, said, “11 
will send a clear message to the K 
lin that we have the will and we ha 
the resolve to be strong ”

Dating back to World War |, the 
United States has not trusted the 
Soviet Union and has attempted by 
any means possible to change ther 
form of government. The US. para 
now has reached new heights since 
the end of World War UH, with the 
prolonged realization that the Soviet 
Umion is, hke the United States, a 
superpower 

Since that time, US. presidents, 
with the aid of an eagerly comp ant 
press, have used the “Soviet threat” as 
a means to secure larger and larger 
military budgets. This, of course, has 
happened with Democratic and 
Republican presidents alike. Con 
gressional approval of this method of 
business has come from both parties 
as well 


For the press or members of Con- 
gress to single out the recent airliner 
incident as a special circumstance 
forcing congressional action is to 
deny history. Events such as this only 
add fuel to the aiti-Soviet fire. Thus, 
it 8 equally foolhardy for President 
Reagan to bé singled out as the archi- 
tect of a radically new direction in 
U.S. foreign policy and defense 
planning 

To be sure, Keagan is leading a 
spirited charge by finding more and 
more global areas of “vital interest” to 
the United States.
